It is known from the prior art to decrease the content of 
cholesterol in marine oil by using vacuum steam distillation 
at high temperatures. 

The claimed process differs from the known processes in that a 
volative working fluid comprising fatty acid ester or fatty 
acid amide or hydrocarbon is being used. 

The problem which is solved by the claimed method is that the 
cholesterol is more effectively stripped off and therefore 
almost all cholesterol is taken away. Thus the use of the 
volative working fluid gives a better utilization of the 
capacity of the process equipment and a more rapid stripping 
process. Another advantage with the claimed process is that it 
can be performed at a lower temperature. 

For a person skilled in the art it was not obvious in view of 
the prior art to use a volative working fluid comprising a 
fatty acid ester or afatty acid amide or a hydrocarbon in a 
process for decreasing he amount of cholesterol in marine 
oil.
